1 . Novelty 

Claims 1-9 of the present invention relate to an N-hydroxy-4-5-[4-(5-isopropyl-2-methyl-l,3-thiazol-4- 
yl)phenoxy]pentoxy ben2amidine 2 methanesulfonic acid salt, a method of preparing the said compound 
and a pharmaceutical composition comprising the said compound. 

Methanesulfonic acid is disclosed as one of the pharmaceutically acceptable salts of the said compound 
inDl. 

Since Dl does not disclose 2 methanesulfonic acid salt of the said compound, the novelty of claims 1-9 
can be acknowledged over Dl [Article 33(2) PCT]. 

2. Inventive Step 

Although methanesulfonic acid is disclosed as one of the pharmaceutically acceptable salts of the said 
compound in Dl, 2 methanesulfonic acid salt of the said compound cannot be easily expected by a man 
skilled in the art. Furthermore, the 2 methanesulfonic acid salt of the said compound shows surprisingly 
higher solubility and bioavailability than 1 methanesulfonic acid salt of the said compoimd does. 

Therefore, the inventive step of claims 1-9 can be acknowledged over Dl [Article 33(3) PCT]. 

3. Industrial Applicability
